Peace conditions do not” prevail 
either here or abroad, and the signing 
of the armistice meant an immediate 
expansion of the activities of the Red 
Cross in Poland, the Balkan States 
and Russia.

Osgood Note 1651-1919 


Mr. Nelson Osgood Rhoades of Los 
Angeles, California, was in town for a 
short call with his wife and daughter on 
Monday, October 27th. He is one of 
the members of the sugar firm of Gar- 
field and Rhodes, and has served the 
government in Mexico, where he was 
for over twenty-five years on the West 
coast in Sinaloa, engaged in sugar 
raising as well as civil engineering, 
making maps of that state, etec., and 
serving us in many other ways down 
to date since his enforced residence our 
side the line. His mother is a lineal 
descendant of our pioneer John Osgood, 
our first representative at the General 
Court, dying in harness at fifty on Octo- 
ber 24, 1651, the date of our last week’s 
issue of the Townsman. His ancestor 
Stephen Osgood, lived on the homestead 
where old Jacob Osgood entertained 
James Otis in West Andover, and the 
district was named for his: grant. 
Hooker (3) of Lancaster, Joshua (4) of 
Barre, William (5) of Claremont, New 
Hampshire, and Cabot, Vermont, down 
Joshua (6) of -Cabot, who married 
Lucy Russell, and there our gene- 
alogical troubles began and are still 
like the peace treaty hanging fire, hence 
the acquaintance that led to this late 
call here while on the vacation trip over 
New England in his automobile. We 

ope to annex another ancestor in old 

Robert Russell, himself ‘a wanderer in 
1710 when he laid down ‘his weary 
bones in our South yard. 

Mr. Rhodes is also busy on the history 
of the Moulthrop family of his wife, 
and his own Rhoades lines, publishing 
much’ and. -collecting,..like all the other 
California men of business who seem 
to take up hunting pedigrees for a 
recreation. His line went to Wisconsin 
in the seventh generation from the 
Cabot home, thence Kansas, where 
Joshua died in 1876, leaving another 
Russell allied to his mother’s line. 

Her daughter, the mother of Mr. 
Rhoades, ‘born Lucy Eunice Osgood 
(8) in Wausheka, Wisconsin in 1846, 
was with her son’s widow in Sinaloa 
when in the late Mexican war his plan- 
tation was wrecked, his servants mas- 
F680 rnd ese O salely at Tos An. 
geles. But his mother near seventy, 
lost her memory in the fever that fol- 
lowed this astonishing event in her 
Osgood history, and dimly is trying in 
normal interludes, to recover for her 
son, some clue to her double Russell 
alliances and old homes.

Prohibition has been followed by a 
flood of soft drinks of every conceivable 
type and variety, many of which are 
falsely labeled, the Governmentcontends. 
Literally, hundreds of new beverages 


‘| have been rushed to the soda fountains 


and “ade” stands by makers who have 
not informed themselves of the provisions 
-of the food and drugs act direg y:,con- 
cerning their industry. -The 

Cheniistry of the United States Depart. 
ment of Agriculture, which enforces this 
act, finds that a principal source of dif- 
ficulty for numerous makers of soft drinks 
is their disregard of an opinion issued 


by the bureau several years ago, that, 


“such terms as ade, punch,. crush, and 
smash, when used in conjunction with the 
name of a fruit, can be applied correctly 
only to beverages, either still or ecar- 
bonated, which contain the fruit or juices 
of the fruit named. Such terms should 
not be applied to products flavored only 
with essential oils or essences.” 

Labels which the bureau declares to be 
false have been resorted to by many soft- 
drink manufacturers in an effort to ex- 
plain the cloudy appearance of their 
products. With the use of extracts made 
with alcohol rendered unlawful or inad- 
visable, soft-drink manufacturers have 
resorted to extracts which are in the 
form of emulsions. Speaking generally, 
these are just as. good as the alcoholic 
extracts, but when used in drinks give

Guarding Against Fires 


These are the days when the fire hazard 
is considerably increased -over-what it 
was. jn thé’summer nronths: With the 


ott: stag OE COUL Wwentiers “quick—fires-are 


started in the stoves or furnace and often’ 
a flue is discovered that needs repair. 
Accumulations of inflammable rubbish in 
which a bad blaze may be started should 
be got rid of. Matches are used in 
increased numbers in winter, and that 
means additional chances of accidental 
fires. Kerosene is cmployed in greater 
quantities; being used for starting fires 
and for the lamps, and, therefore, this 
hazard is increased. An even graver 
menace lies in the improper handling of 
gasoline. It is highly important that 
every precaution be taken to store the 
gasoline supply in properly located and 
constructed reservoirs. 

This is the season also for the farmer 
to look to his fire-fighting equipment. A 
pail of water is the oldest, simplest, and 
cheapest of fire extinguishers. There is 
no reason why pails of water, to be used 
only in case of fire, should not be in- 
stalled in every farm building. If pos- 
sible they should be painted ‘a special 
color, preferably red, or labeled so as 


to be conspicious and less subject to 
unauthorized use. 

The chemical extinguisher has come 
into quite general use on automobiles and 
elswhere about the farm, and has many 


advantages over the water bucket. It car’ 


be employed, for example, in subduing 
fires among oils; where water is of no 
value. Inthe absense of a chemical ex- 
tinguisher, sand is serviceable in extin- 
guishing burning oil in case of a small 
fire on the floor or in ashallow container. 
Sawdust is also-effective in putting out 
oil fires, if it #8 seattered-over the entire 
surface--of-.the burning -hquid.-so.ag .to 
smother the flames.” Thé United States 
Department of Agriculture has issued a 
Farmers’ Bulletin 904, ‘Fire Prevention 
and Fire Fighting on the Farm,” which 
discusses the various types. of- fire ex- 
tinguishers and their merits. It may be 
had free by addressing the department.
